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DETAILED ACTION 
Please note that although applicant has stated that claims 1-25 are to be examined, 
there are no amendments in the national stage application canceling claims 26-29. Note 
that the specie election herein is on all pending claims herein, i.e., 1-29. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

• All species of hydro gel class of polymers 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species, a particular 
polymer where the sequence and identity of each monomer is clearly defined, to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also 
identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: polymers by definition are composed of very large 
molecules consisting essentially of recurring long chain structural units. Note that introducing a 
second monomer into the main structure produces a copolymer. Polymers have many different 
types such as blocked, branched chain, random, cross-linked, graft, etc. The search for all 
polymers is therefore an undue burden on the office.
